Arthur Nash, a young man twenty 


Tour years of age, a son of Mrs. Jo- 
hanna Nash of 212 Gold street met 
a terrible fate about 7:30 o'clock this 
warning while 
switching In 
the 


Northwestern yards 
near 
North 
street. 
Nnsh was a member of the 


day yard crew and had reported for 
work at seven o'clock. 
At the time 


the accident occurred Nash was on 
the top of a caboose which was near- 
ly In the center of a string of freight 
cars, there being ten ahead of It and 
seven behind It, which was 
being 


hauled toward the end of the yards 
by switch engine No. 372. 


The yard crew were. in charge of 


yardmaster David Griffin and thu en- 
gineer of the switch engine was A 
"Loe Wllcox. 
Both ho and Yardmas- 


ter Griffin saw Nash give them tho 
signal to go ahead and then start 
tack towards the rear end of the ca- 
boose which was next to a large D. 
& O. box car. 


Last Seen of Him 
This was the last seen of Nash by 


the crew until the train had pulled 
by and something was'dlaccvered ly- 
ing between the rails. 
Ynrdmaster 


Griffin and the switchmen ran to tlie 
spot which was about 
three 
car 


lengths south of North street 
and 


naw that It was Nash's mangled body. 


They picked tho dead man 
up 


find laid him out of the way until the 
petrol wagon which had been called 
nrrlved. 
He was then placed 
on 


a stretcher and taken to D. Ryan's 
undertaking rooms to be prepared for 
uurlal. 


It was evident from the way tho 


body was cut and from Its position 
between tho tracks that the entire 
seven cars behind the caboose passed 
over him. 
He must have 
fallen 


from the ladder on the end of the ca- 
boose directly In front of the wheels 
of the moving cars. 


This theory Is borne out by the 


fact that his mitten was found caught 
In a crotch In tho caboose ladder, be- 
tween the hand rails on the top of 
the car and the place where they are 
Joined to the ladder. 
Ho must have 


(•lipped on tho ladder and when he 
crabbed the rail to save himself his 
hand slipped out of the mitten and 
ho went down between the cars. 


Body Fearfully Mangled 


The body when laid out at Ryan's 


undertaking rooms showed the ter- 
rible effects of 
being run over by 


the cars. 
Doth legs were cut off be- 


tween the ankle and knee, the left 
arm was ground and crushed almost 
to the elbow, the entire back of the 
head 
was 
gone 
and the forehead 


crushed In down to the eyes. There 
•were several bad cuts on the lower 
portion of the face and a number of 
cuts and bruises on the body.

Industrious Young Man 


The-deceased was n sober. Indus- 


trious, young man and a general fav- 
orite with tho railroad men. 
He

mother who depended on him mainly 
for support.

arc as mannerly and dainty as any 
having Hie use of their eyes. They 
handle their forks daintily and are 
almost spotless In their care of their 
clothing and -cravats. 


Stand a Severe Test 


"The blind, when they are educat- 


ed and sent cut Into the world to 
Icok out for themselves stand 
a se- 
vere test. , They have to do work 
better than other people 
If they 


want to got other people to buy their 
work or wares. For Instance, they're 
many piano tuners among the blind. 
Suppose you hired a blind 
piano 


f.mer, wouldn't you he dissatisfied 
K he failed In the least 
particular, 


which particular might ho tho result 
of your Imagination? 
The blind, pi- 


ano tuner must not only do 
his 


v.jrk as well as another tuner, but 
lie must do It even better If 
ho 


wants to leave his patron entirely 
satisfied with his work."

Tho recent order of tho president 
extending tho classified civil service 
to the rural freio delivery service 
contained a provision that It should 
not become effective as to rural let-, 
tcr carriers until the necessary rules 
were agreed upon by the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission and the Postofflce 
Department.

representing the PostbfHce Depart- • 
rnent, have held frequent conferences • 
looking to the preparation of plans 


meet the special conditions exist- 


ing in rural communities. 


Plan Is Agreed Upon 


The plan finally agreed upon and 


formally approved by the Postmaster 
General and tho Civil Service com- 
nilsslon today was prepared by Mr. 
Machcn. 
Under its provisions the 


rules will become effective on Feb. 
2. • After that date all petitions for 
the establishment of sen-Ice must be 
submitted on blanks 
provided for 
tliat purpose by the department. 


The petitions will Include nomlna-"" 


lions for the position of carrier, each 
petitioner having the right to make a 
nomination If he desires to do so. 
The special agent who reports upoa 
the feasibility of establishing ser- 
vice will examine the applicants nam- 
••(1 by the petitioners and any others 
who may apply. 


The examination will lie extremely 


Mmple and practical, only sufficient 
to test the applicants ability to' read . 
and write. It Is comprised In the -fill- • 
Ing out of an application blank on 
which are a number of .general ques- 
tions. 
Only persons residing'In. or 


on the Immediate vicinity of a pro- 
rosed route will -bo examined, and 
no applicants will be examined un- 
less they have the necessary equip- 
ment, horses and wagon or' cart, or 
can satisfy the special agent that they 
nre prepared to furnish 'tills equip- 
ment if appointed. 


Will Include Aout 6,000 


Political or religious affiliation of 


applicants cannot be considered, nor
